rrn.ace.-At the outbreak of the war 
almost everyone in England bad com- 
plete confidence in the British small 
regular army, and felt certain that it 
would give a splendid account of it- 
•elf on the continent. On the other 
hand there was widespread mistrust 
of the capabilities of the new terri- 
torial army, either for purposes et 
home defense, or for service abroad. 
I will give my own Impression from 
what I saw during my visit to the 
front, and also the opinions of various 
generals—without mentioning names, 
which is forbidden by the censor—un- 
der whom they have served. 


The vast majority of the men who 


fill" the ranks of the territorial forces 
are drawn from a different class to 
those who enlist in the regular army. 
There are clerks from the London 
financial district holding -good posi- 
tions. There are men who come from 
behind the counter, and others who 
fill positions of a highly Important 
and confidential character, such as sec- 
retaries, accountants and mechanical 
experts. Every branch of trade and 
Industry is represented in the ranks. 
They are men who have joined the 
force out ot a sense of duty, because 
they feel that every able-bodied man 
should play some role, however small, 
in the defense of his country. 


Many have been obliged to throw 


up employment which was bringing 
them in large salaries, and now sup- 
port their homes and families on the 
king's shilling and separation allow- 
ances. Some of the battalions sent 
to the front had to meet their baptism 
of fire under the most trying circum- 
stances. 


French l» Delighted. 


But Sir John French himself is de- 


lighted with them. A corps commander 
said to me: •"! consider the terri- 
torial battalions under my command 
the equal of any of the line battalions. 
Let them send me out as many as 
they can. I can ask for no better 
troops after they had a few weeks of 
experience In the face of the enemy.' 


A brigade commander spoke as fol- 


lows: "My territorials are a wonder- 
ful lot. I never saw finer troops. The 
men are wonderfully intelligent. They 
are as keen as mustard, and are ac- 
quiring a remarkable skill In trench 
warfare."

British Generals Speak in HtQh 


Praise of Kitchener's New 


ASK FOB tlO BETTER TRdOPS 


Men An Wonderfully InUlllflent an 
Acquire Remarkable Skill In Trench 


Warfare—Hot Bath Every Ten 


Days for Every British 


Soldier.

France.—At the outbreak of the wa 
almost everyone In England bad com 
plete confidence in the British sma 
regular army, and felt certain that 
would give a splendid account of i 
self on the continent. On the othe 
hand there was widespread miatrus 
of the capabilities of the new terrl 
torial army, either for purposes 
home defense, or for service abroai 
I will give my own Impression from 
what I saw during my visit to th 
front, and also- the opinions of variou 
generals—without mentioning names 
which is forbidden by the censor—un 
der whom they have served. 


The vast majority of the men wh 


fill" the ranks of the territorial force 
are drawn from a different class tc 
those who enlist In the regular army 
There are clerks from the Londo 
financial district holding -good posl 
tions. There are men who come froi 
behind the counter, and others wh 
fill positions of a highly importan 
and confidential character, such as sec 
retartes, accountants and mechanlca 
experts. Every branch of trade an 
industry is represented In the ranks 
They are men who have joined th 
force out of a sense of duty, becaus 
they feel that every able-bodied mai 
should play some role, however small 
in the defense of his country. 


Many have been obliged to throw 


up employment which was brlngin 
them in large salaries, and now sup 
port their homes and families on th 
king's shilling and separation allow 
ances. Some of the battalions sen 
to the front had to meet their baptism 
of fire under the most trying circum 
stances. 


French I* Delighted. 


But Sir John French himself Is de- 


lighted with them. A corps commande 
said to me: •"! consider the terri 
torial battalions under my comrnam 
the equal of any of the line battalions 
Let them send m» out as many as 
they can. I can ask for no bette 
troops after they had a few weeks o 
experience In the face of the enemy. 


A brigade commander spoke as foi 


lows: "My territorials are a wonder 
ful lot. I never saw finer troops. The 
men are wonderfully intelligent. They 
are as keen as mustard, and are ac 
quiring a remarkable skill In trench 
warfare."

officers has been so heavy that Sir 
John French decided on the novel ex 
periment of keeping the whole of this 
famous battalion behind the line, and 
training all ranks as officers. As they 
reached a certain standard of progresi 
they were given commissions an< 
drafted to regular battalions. I made 
careful Inquiries as to how this ex 
periment had worked out in practice 
One corps commander told me he ha< 
received a large number of these new 
officers from the Artists' Rifles, and 
that with extremely few exceptions 
they had turned out admirably.

"In recognition of the valuable and 


laudable work being done In this and 
other states by many benevolent per- 
sons and a number of worthy civic 
organizations to promote the study, 
protection and preservation of the 
song and game birds' of our state and 
county, and for the.purdpose ot arous- 
ing increased interest in the value 
and utility of the birds with which 
our state is so richly blessed, aud In 
accordance with the request of his 
excellency, Governor Park Trammel!, 
ot the state of Florida, I do hereby 
designate and proclaim Tuesday, May 
4th, 1915, as Bird Day, and earnestly 
recommend that It be appropriately 
observed by all public schools, school 
teachers, 
and classes in Volusia 


county. 


"Appropriate programs might be 


arranged, and a study of bird life en- 
tered into by tbe entire school at the 
morning exercises. From one to one 
and one-half hours may bo used for 
this purpose. 


"In testimony whereof, I have here- 


unto set my band and seal for the 
board of public Instruction of Volusia 
county, state of Florida, this the 20th 
day of April. A. D.. 1115.
